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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

The inventions as claimed are classified into following groups: 

I. Claim 1-12 drawn to a method for determining the presence of one or more 
specific ligands in a sample by contacting the sample array with an array of cell 
lines, measuring the activity of reporter gene in the individual cell lines and 
determining the presence of ligands in a sample. 

II. Claims 13-15 drawn to human osteoblastic cell lineU2-OS comprising a reporter 
gene construct linked to a promoter and one or more expression plasmids 
comprising DNAencoding for a hormone receptor. 

III. Claims 16-25 drawn to use of an human osteoblastic cell lines in an assay for 
determining the presence of more or more ligands in a sample. 

The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: a) a prior art 
of record exists regarding a feature linking technical claims 1-25 i.e., cell lines with gne 
constructs expressing reporter genes or hormone receptors (For example see 
Quaedackers et al., Endocrinology 2001, 142:1156-1166; Grad et al Endocrinology, 
2001, 142:1107-1116; Rogatsky et al, 2001, EMBO J. 20:6071-6083). The invention as 
whole thus lacks unity under PCT rule hence a restriction as indicated above is proper. 
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The mode of operation, and the effects evaluated in each of the above invention are 
distinct and different from the other. Therefore, a search and examination for the 
patentability of the above inventive groups together would generate an undue search 
burden on the examiner. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Should Group II be elected from above, the. 

(a). Applicant is required chose a single species of hormone receptor among the 
multiple hormone receptors recited in claims 13 i.e., androgen receptor or progesterone 
receptor or glucocorticoid receptor or mineralocorticoid receptor or thyroid receptor. 

The species are independent or distinct because theyare structurally different and 
bind to structurally different ligands. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of 
an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the 
election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 
809.02(a). 
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Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed.
